‘Since then 
the Congress has ceased to agitate that question, All its 
efforts are. now, bert. upon the other. question, and Mr. Brad- 
laugh hag even introduced a Bill regarding the reform of the 
Legislative, Councils, with a view to ruin the Muhammadan 
communty, But Lord Cross has come to the rescue of the 
Musalméns. and introduced a counter Bill w vhich will shortly 
be passed by Parliament. The Congress -will receive its 
quietue with the rejection of Mr, Bradlaugh’s. Bill, and the 
Congress leaders who are making such a fuss will dis- 
appear.

The elective system, 
if sanctioned, would be equally injurious to the Muhammadan, 
the Parsi and the Eurasian communities, which are in a 
minority compared with the Hindus. Those communities, 
would always be exposed to the same difficulties as the Irish. 
Mr. Bradlaugh has no night to recommend the introduction 
of election while natives themselves are opposed to it. Pro- 
fessor Vambérry, who is a true frierd of Musalmaas in general 
and of Turkey in particular, has clearly shown in a letter that 
no union is possible among the different nations of this country, | 
as the distiriction of race here is based on religion. But some 
foolish Musalmans abuse him for the expression of his opinion 
and praise Sir W. W. Hunter, who, in his treatise on the causes 
of the Mutiny, lays the blame chiefly at the door of the Mu- 
hammadan community. As the Hindu population is five times 
the Muhammadan population, the Hindu element would 
greatly predominate in the Legislative Councils, and conse- 
quently the Hindu members would be able to get any mea- 
surés passed which they chose , to the prejudice of the Muhan- 
madan community.

plaints of the people. All the petitions submitted to the Pan- 
j4b Government were transferred by it to Major Renick 
hmaself for disposal. On receipt of the petitions he sent for 
the men who had signed them and harassed them ina 
variety of ways. Some residents of Rohtak ‘waited upon the — 
Lieutenant-Governor at Lahore and protested against the loca. 
tion of a penal police foree. His Honor fold them to submit 
a petition signed by. the inhabitants of the town, Accord- 
ingly they prepared a petition, had it signed by the people, 
- and again waited upon His Honor with it. The Lieutenant- 
Governor told them that he had received no report from the 
Deputy Commissioner or the Commissioner on the subject, 
and that they might again see him if they were required to 
pay the cost of the penal police, They inferred from His 
Honor’s reply that no penal police would be located, and - 
returned home. © But a notification appeared. in the Govern- 
ment Gazette regatding the establishment of the penal police 
only two days after their arrival at Rohtak, and the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor forwarded: their petition to Major Renick 
for disposal. It would seem that by sending the petition to 
Major Renick for disposal, His Honor meant that the’ Major 
‘should deal with the men: who had signed it in such # 
manner that they might not again trouble His Honor 
' with such petitions. Major Renick has ordered. all the men 
who signed the petition to appear before him, But they have 
secretly fled from Rohtak, taking a warning fromthe way in 
which the men who had signed the. previous petitions were dealt 
with by him. In conclusion, the writer asks the Hindustdnt

Buropenn solitons. shoot natives dead as though they were 
hedgehogs. Few European soldiers who kill natives are con- 
victed and punished. O’Hara, on the evidence of his own 
companions, was declared guilty by the jury and. sentenced 
to death by: the. presiding Judge. But he has been dis- 
charged by the Full Bench of the Calcutta High Court on a 
technical point of law. His release is sure to lead to an 
increase in the occurrence of such unfortunate incidents, and 
some cases have’ already occurred since. A native was shot 
dead by a European soldier in. the Kapurthala state. Two 
European soldiers of the Umballa garrison, who went out 
_ shooting, entered a village called Bharoj in search of water, 
_ Aendmber of the village children’ gathered round them, and 
one of the soldiers shot two boys. The commanders of the - 
regiments, to which the soldiers. implicated in the two cases 
above referred to belong, will give every assistance to the 
accused at their trial, and they are sure to be discharged; but 
such failures of justice are very injurious to the reputation of 
the British Government for justice. The Civil and Milstary

Babu Ram Sahai’s Jubilee Memorial Endowment may be — 
utilized for the ‘purpose. The income from the endowment — 
amounts to about twenty thousand rupees a year, and the 
Babu, on the occasion of the J ubilee Darb&r expressed a desire 
that a portion of the income skould be spent on works of 
public utility, but not a single farthing has been devoted to 
such works up to this time.
